were committed for trial; but when the Grand Jury came to in- 
«piire Into the facts, Thompson, the party principally interested, 
Wfui not to be found, though under recognizance to appear as a 
witness. 
Tlie Grand Jury were therefore obliged to postpone 
its action on the charge till next Wednesday, to give time to 
procure the atiendaiue of Thompson. 
The necessary effect 
of this was to extend the periwl of detention imposeil on the 
prisoners, by the terms of (he bail; but In the meantime .Iomn 
C. P ark, Esq., th«*ir cm rgciic counsel, collected a series o f 
facta so much in favor of the prisoners, that if forrnnlly pre- 
senttid to the Competent aiithnrity, would justly authorise the 
reduction of the amount of bail to such a sum as the friends of 
the prisoners would be w illing to give. 
He therefore ye.sterday 
made a motion for such reduction. 
S. D. Porker, Esq., County Attorney, whose official duty it 
was to object, If the interest of the conitnonweulth required it. 
did not make any objection ; hut remarked that it might quite 
as likely turn out, tha' the prisoners had acted with great kind­ 
ness towards Thompson as that they had committed an out­ 
rageous crime. 
He, howexer, sapposed that it was necessary 
tor Mr Park to procure affidavits upon which he expected to 
obtain a reduction, and Mr Park assented at enco to this sug­ 
gestion. 
Judge Thacher decline«! taking any jurisdiction of the case, 
and remarked, that “ if what he had seen in the papers were 
correct, the case ought to go before the Supreme Court.” 
Mr Parker replied, that “ newspaper statements were never 
the evidence by which a Court should he governed, and least o f 
nil in this case.'^ 
From this conversation, it is clear, that Mr P arker inclines 
to the innocence of the accused » while it is equally evident, 
that the learned Judge has got the “ bloody m urder’' version of 
the nlPair pretty well settled in his mind—even to the extent of 
declining to hear legal evidence that it is probably incorrect. 
We l elieve, however, with due deference, that His Honor is 
wrong ia point of practice. 
He is presumed to know nothing 
of the case legally, beyond the fact that the examining mag 
istrate below, on Monday, decided that there was reason to 
believe that a certain bailable offence had been committed. 
As such it was sent up to the Municipal Court, the first .stage 
in whose operations is an ex-parte investigation hy that branc h 
of the Court styled the Grand Jury. 
It is lor them alone to 
change the character of the accusation. 
The Judge’s action 
is restricted to the simple point of liicreaaiiig or diminishing 
the amount of bail, according as evidence either way may he 
pmluced. 
If, after the decision of the competent, though in- 
ferior tribunal, evidence be discovered tending to show, that a 
capital, instead of a bailable, offence has been committed it 
is the duty of Judge Thacher, or Mr Parker, or any other per­ 
son so believing, to go as an individual into the Police Court, 
and enter a new complaint, which, charging a crime of a 
higher grade, will, by law, supersede the original one; or 
the complainant may go directly before the Grand Ju ry , if it 
be in sesssion. 


Mr Park has determined, upon the suggestion o f Judge 
Thacher, to bring the prisoners before the Supreme Court, upon 
a writ of habeas corpus. 
H e will also produce affldavits that 
Thompson w as unmanageably intoxicated on Saturday evening; 
that he got separated from Patrick and Hajclay, and staggered 
into Brown dc Morandi’s tinware-shop, where he stumbled 
about among the pots and pans ; and when put out, broke two 
panes of glass, for which the {irisoncrs paid. 
It was even pro­ 
posed to take Thompson 
to the watch-house, but Patrick 
and Barclay begged him off. 
One of the persons belonging to 
the shop tells us that Thompson at that time was not in a con­ 
dition to be left to take care of himself, and that the prisoners 
would have been guilty of gross unkindness, if they hud aban- 
done«] him, and to this effect our informant will t»*8tify or give 
bis affidavit. 
Barclay’s postiion at the wheel on the draw, can 
only be explained, by supposing that he was holding on by one 
hand, while he wnn leaning over, and trying to reach Thompson 
with the other. 
It is not .at all likely that Mr Kane, who admits 
that he was at the lime apprehensive of danger, anfl agitated, re. 
members the r« nversation that passed with verbal accuracy, 
and yet a mistake of a single word might, and oBen floes, niiile- 
rinlly change the purport of a remark, question, or answer. 
Mr Kane, we are happy to declare, acted with most praise­ 
worthy intrepidity, and if the prisoners had possessed a hun­ 
dredth part o f his courage and presence of mind, they wo dd not 
now be Ijii’g i» jail, under the imputation of an atrocious 
crime. 
H ow ever free they may be o f nssassinition, they were 
unquestioiinhly guilty of timidity amounting to culpable covv- 
nidice.
